REMARKS 

Claims 1-10 are active in the case. Reconsideration is respectfully requested. 
The Examiner is thanked for the indication of allowable subject matter in the form of 
Claim 9. 

The present invention relates to a process for producing an absorption layer for a solar 

cell. 

Claim Objection 

The objection to line 4 of Claim 3 is obviated by the amendment made to the claim. 
Entry of the clarifying amendment is respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejection, 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph 

Applicants have amended Claim 1 so that it recites that the Group I element is either 
Cu or Ag, the Group III element is at least one of Al, Ga and In and the Group VI element is 
at least one of S, Se and Te. Support for the recitation in Claim 1 of "at least one" Group III 
element and for the recitation of "at least one" Group VI element can be found in the 
stoichiometry of the various alloys disclosed on page 12 of the specification. The Examiner 
has stated that the disclosure of the specification is enabling of these elements. Withdrawal of 
the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejection, 35 USC 112, second paragraph 

The rejection of the claims for indefiniteness as to the scope of the Elements I, III 
and VI is believed to have been obviated by the amendment made to Claim 1 . Withdrawal of 
the rejection is respectfully requested. 
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It is believed that the application is in proper condition for allowance. Early notice to 

this effect is earnestly solicited.
